In a sentence with one subject and two predicate 
verbs, one of these verbs may usually be replaced by an adverbial participle derived 
from it. Thus, in Oh cna&n y ottwa it *mrin (He sat by the window and read), either 
verb may be replaced by an adverbial participle (avn.cn by curb, or sutAji by wrim), 
producing the two variants:

He sat by (he window (while) reading the newspaper. 

Oh WHTin merry ca^a y oxHa. 

He read the newspaper (while) silling by the window.
